WASHINGTON, April 3.—The Uiver Har- 


bor appropriatioh bill bos been finished 
by the house committee. The total 
amount recommended will be a few thou- 
sands less than ten millions dollars. The 
bill also makes provisions for contract 
works amounting to fifty millions. 


The largest New Englaudappropriatiou 


is for Boston harbor calling for a contract 
expenditure of §1,145,000 in addition to 
amounts previously provided. 


Under the provision of the bill the ship 


channel is to be widened to 1000 feet and 
deepened to 27 feet. Other Massachusetts 
harbor items are as follows: Lynn $30,000, 
Nantucket, $20,000, Newburyport |1G,00, 
Sandy Cay Cape Anne $150,000, Gloucester 
f34,000, Woodahell ChanneU $20,000 and 
New Bedford $10,000.

great social evils and said there are £oine 
crimes, such as that of attacking a wom- 
an's virtue or a man's honor, which are 
far worse than drunkenness, but drunken- 
ness is an open evil which can be worked 
against better than the otbera. 


Mr. Murphy paid a tribute to Archishop 


Ireland and Father Matthew societies, and 
considered that drink is demoralizing mor- 
ally audsocially, and conducive to bank- 
ruptcy. No man can be true to his churoh 
duties if an habitual drunkard. Tbe moral 
natnre which tends to the spiritual nature 
is subjugated. Socially speaking, tbe ef- 
fect is bad. The drinker is not the only 
one who suffers. Financially, H generally 
results in bankruptcy. A man does not 
hold a position because he can drink a 
certain amount ot whiskey and keep bis 
feet, but because he is necessary to the 
tiuitinesj of the community. In the arts 
and sciences and trades the doors u-re 
closed to viutims uf this habit. Most of 
u« ars ruled by our stomachs. 


When he closed Mr. Murphy was ap- 


plauded roundly and" many responded to 
his request that members of the audience 
sign his pledge cards.

OL'R COTTON MILLS CAN TESTIFY. 


Northern Berkshire can contribute in- 


dustrial evidence to an interesting discus- 
sio.i of the status ol the cotton mills in the 
North and South, which has just appear- 
in the Boston Ad%ertiser. The enterpris- 
ing and vast additions to the Eclipse and 
Bi.iver mills in this city, and the con- 
struction of the immense new cotton mill 
at Adams, all under the judgment of 
sin end and far-sighted business men who 
do not have the reputation of ranking 
many mistakes, in these matters, will bear 
out the following observations of the Bos- 
tcn paper. Under the head of "the laud 
ol uotton mills," the Advertiser in part 
Says: 


"From time to time for five or six years 


past, \\ hen, for economic or other reasons 
some large or small cotton manufacturing 
concern here in New England has seen fit 
to build an auxiliary plant In the South, 
01 his appeared to be restricting its out- 
put in any one direction, it has made the 
Uxt for a screed upon the decadence of 
the industry in this section. 


•'As yet. no great cotton cloth manufac- 


turing company has abandoned its plant 
lure for a Southern location, though some 
three or I'onr Massachusetts corporations 
h ive establishe 3 mills in Georgia and 
A labama. 


"These corporations have however, not 


gone out of business here or surrendered 
t heir Massachusetts charters. They are 
doing business at the old stand, while the 
tpindleage of this section is being increas- 
kl a rate that ought to be anything but 
<l isconraging to those who are interest- 
id in its well being. 


"Just now the cotton mills in general, 


tire suffering irom the effects of a depres- 
bion about the causes of which there are 
\ariantopir.ionsbut the;fact that mills 
ure being operated in the South with New 
Kngland capital is not one of them. 


"Nov.- England, let it be said, is destined 


to remain the cotton manulacturing centre 
cf this country. That no contrary belief 
is entertained by farseeing businessmen is 
indicated by the recent construction of 


> uch mills as the Iron Works Co.'s new 
plant at Fall River, the largest print cloth 
mills in the world, the new fine cloth and 
>arn factories at New Bedford and other 
points; as well as by the thousands of 
dollars' v. orth of new machinery which is 
being constantly added to established 
plants, but which unfortunately, are sel- 
dom given the prominence that is ac- 
corded the transference of a few carloads 
of antiquated machinery from some 
Northern mill to a point in the South, or 
the alleged prospecting of some New Eng- 
land mill official. 


"Again, one advantage, which we have 


heard a good deal about as offered by the 
South, is said to be the freedom from la- 
bor troubles in that region. Bnt there 
have been two strikes very recently in 
large Southern mills. At this writing, 
news comes that the Eagle and Phoenix 
mill!; of Columbus, Ga., one of the best 
known concerns in the South, have (hut 


down became of a strike due to a reduc- 
tion in wages. Tbe strike involve*, "it is 
said, 4000 hands. 


"The injection of tho strike feature Into 


the Southern mill problem will do much 
to deter Northern manufacturers from 
locating there; and If Mew England Iftw 
makers and tax assessors show a fair 
amount of wisdom, and the operatives are 
not unreasonable in their demands, all of 
which conditions are within the bounds 
of possibility, it will be safe to say that 
the bum of the spindle and click of the 
loom will be familiar sounds in this sec- 
tion for a good many generations to come. 


The Troy Times telling; how the "deficit 


will not down "says: "The national tress-' 
ury statement for March shows expendi- 
tures exceeding receipts by $1,233,844. The 
net increase for the month in the public 
debt was {3,274,782. The gold reserve on 
March 31 was f 128,646,460.

City or PUtsNeld to 
Protect Their 


Interests. 


IT LOOKS LIKE LABOR WAR. 


The Nine-Hour Day Granted, but the Pay 


will be Proportionate. 
Masons 


Have Made Demands. A 


Strike Mtay Take Place. 


According to the following from the 


Springfield Union, labor matters in Pitts- 
leld are in a somewhat unsettled condi- 
tion, with good prospects of a strike on 
the part of the masons in the near future. 
The contractors have taken steps to pro- 
tect thf-l- interests and what the outcome 
will be remains to be seen. The Pitts- 
field correspondent of the Union writes: 


"A war is on between the local contrac- 


tors and builders in tha city and their em- 
ployes. In a few weeks it must result in 
a strike, so far as the TO awns are con- 
cerntM), 


"Tha contractors held a meeting Mon- 


day evening and organized a builders' 
association. Nearly all the local con- 
tractors have signed the by-laws. The 
object of the organization is for the mu- 
tual benefit of the association and the em- 
ployes of its members, not to antagonize 
labor, but to bring about a better under- 
standing between employe and employer. 


"While this is one of the objects set 


forth, the I'ssoeiation has decided in no 
uncertain way to manage its own business 
tlie coming year without interference on 
the part of a %ft of men or class of em- 
ployes. 


"ft 1s tnie tii»t the association has roted 


to grant all it; employes nine hours work, 
but it will be paid for by the hour and the 
priue will be regulated by the supply and 
demand for labor. This is a point not 
brought out and only understood by a few. 
In a day or two the association will pub- 
lish one or two votes passed by it. 


"The masons have made certain de- 


mands to take effect Mayl. The matter 
still remains in stitn quo, but there is not 
much doubt on the part of those on the 
inside that the masons will strike on that 
date. It is said and there seems to be 
signs of it, that the contractors are 
anticipating this. 


"It is hoped that the two organizations 


will be able to adjust their difficulties to 
the satisfaction of both sides, but at pres- 
ent this hardly seems possible. The la- 
borers feel that now is a favorable time to 
get the long-waited-for requests, as there 
is promise of an exceptionable busy year 
iW builders.

KEFOiA'Ed, That while we are not op- 


posed to the employment of any man be- 
cause of his membership in any union, yet 
we are of the opinion that our interests as 
employers will not permit us to let any 
but ourselves decide whom we shall em- 
ploy and what work we shall personally 
do in carrying on our contracts.

Cleveland's Fleroe Blizzard. 


Cleveland, April 3.—The blizzard 


which struek Cleveland yesterday and 
raged with increasing fury until early 
this morning, was the fiercest of the 
winter.

Passage of the Sundry Civil Appropriation 


Bill—Documents Relating to the Veno- 


xnelan Affair Asked For—Tho Da- 


pant Case In the Senate. 


Washington, April 3.—Now that tha 


sundry civil appropriation bill has been 
passed, the house to-day has nothing 
but routine business to occupy iU at- 
tention. Tho final discussion of the 
bill caused a repetition of tho religious 
discussion which raged when the Dis- 
trict of Columbia appropriation bill 
WLI*. under discussion. For three hours 
and a half the house indulged in a 
heated argument on religion, and, as a 
result, the policy of the house as ex- 
pressed at that time by a de'cided refu- 
sal to appropriate money for the chari- 
table and benevolent institutions of 
the District, was in effect reversed. The 
inciting cause of the debate was the 
amendment to the sundry civil bill, 
which was adopted in committee of the 
whole on motion of Mr. Evans, rep., 
Ky., giving Howard university in Wash- 
ington $33,600, the appropriation hav- 
ing been omitted from ths bill by the 
committee reporting it. There was a 
digression from the main question when 
Mr. Hepburn, rep., la., responded to 
the remarks of Mr. Say era, dem., 
Tex., charging tho democrats of the 
south with not only failing to provide 
equal educational advantages to the 
negroes with the whites, but rob- 
bed them of their civil rights. His 
statements were vigorously combatted 
by Mr. Sayers and others. When the 
matter got into the house. a yea and 
nay vote was taken on the amendment 
and it was agreed to—yeas, 138; nays, 
105. 
This debate practically closed 


the consideration of the sundry civil 
appropriation bill and no 
further 


amendment of note was made. It was 
passed as reported from the committee 
of the whole. Mr. Hitt, rep., 111., re- 
ported from committee on foreign af- 
fairs the resolution asking the presi- 
dent to transmit to congress all corre- 
spondence in the state department 
since December 1, 1895, relating to 
offers of mediation or intervention by 
the United Statos in the affairs of 
Venezuela, and it was agreed to. 


In the Senate. 


The senate to-day is still engaged in 


discussing the postofflce appropriation 
bill on the amendment relating to the 
consolidation of suburban postoffices 
and changing them, into stations and 
sub-stations. Although Senator George 
finished his speech against the seating 
of Mr. Dnpont as a senator from the 
state of Delaware, Senator Peffer had 
no opportunity of calling up his reso- 
lution for the investigation of recent 
bond sales and the Cuban joint resolu- 
tion of Senator Call also remained on 
the tab'e. Mr. George's argument oc- 
cupied in all ten hours' time. It closed 
with an assertion that if Mr. Dupont 
obtained the seat he would be elected 
to it, not by the legislature of Dela- 
ware, but by the senate of the United 
States. No action was taken on the 
report, and it is very uncertain when 
the vote will be reached.

CASE MAY END 15 A MEDICAL CLASH

Philadelphia, April 3.—The Inquest 


on the death of Anui* McGrath will be 
commenced to-day and now the poliee 
will have to show their hands, in part 
at least. Dr. Laffman, the analytical 
Chemist, who made th» examination of 
the girl's blood aad Tiscera, has finished 
his work, but he refuses to tell the ro- 
Eult, but from wiiat is known, it is 
liliely that Dr. Laffman will testify 
that he has been unable to discover 
any traces of poisoning. It is then ex- 
pected that the police will .endeavor to 
have I^augdon held on the ground that 
the cause of the girl's death is involved 
in doubt, and that as he was the last 
person who was with her when sho 
was alive, he should be compelled to 
stand trial for her death. If the efforts 
of the police to hold Langdou are suc- 
cessful the case may eventually narrow 
down to a conflict of testimony between 
medical experts. 


Sensational Solution of the Clue* 


A n afternoon paper published a long 


article purporting to throw light upon 
the mystery surrounding the death of 
Annie McGrath. The story shows that 
the girl bought chloroform and that 
she made particular inquiry upon the 
effect of chloroform poisoning upon a 
young and old person. From this the 
paper deducts the theory that tfc* c!rl 
committed suicide and implies that she 
also attempted to kill Samuel P. Lang- 
don, 
the man who was supporting her. 


The motive for the girl's desperate act 
was furnished in the story by the 
threat of her sister to inform their 
parents that Annie was living with 
Langdou as his wife if she did not im- 
mediately break her connections' nth 
her lover. The main fact of the story 
upon which the publication was based 
is true. The girl did buy chloroform 
and the druggist from 
whom she 


bought it admits to the essential truth 
of the publication. The rest is mere 
speculation. The girl may have killed 
herself and she may also have at- 
tempted the life of her lover, but there 
are no facts known to bear out this 
theory. 


IN CHARGE OF POLICE. 


American Schooner Captured by • Sun-
